Mr. Priestly’s was simply upon the part,, if 
any, of the American systems of railway work- 
ing which could with advantage be introduced 
into India. ‘Taking these reports again in the 
same order, we certainly have fair reason to be. 
lieve that the first has been accepted by those 
best able to judge ag fulfilling its purpose and, 
so far as we know/ its recommendations ‘are 
now being provided for as far and as fast as 
circumstances permit, but nothing of the sort 
can be said of either of the others. tis trug 
an Indian Railway Board has been formed, but 
this had: been propoged and discussed fort ny 
years before Mr. Robertson ever went to 
India, and it was not formed as proposed by 
him “somewhat - imperfectly” according to 
“Traffic,” but more wisely 80, according to 
Lord Curzon and his advisers. ‘I'he division 
of a railway. under ‘‘T'raffic Management’ 
seems to us too ameteurish to consider, and 
finds no place in our reading of. Lord Farrar's 
Report. ‘Traffic itself is a department only. As 
the earning: one its place. and its efficient 
management-are all-important—its wants must 
be administered to by all, but it does not, and 
never should, take’ the place of ‘General 
Management.” We would wish to make our- 
selves clear. ‘The success of a railway depends 
more upoh traffic management than anything 
else. Allother things being - equal, probably 
the best General Manager is a traflic man,’but 
in either capacity, his qualifications depend 
upon his business ptitude and business ex- 
perience. Sach do not usually comprise any 
civil or mechanical engineering knowledge, and 
that traffic qua. tratlic should have these ur 
other departments or sections of these under 
its heel is an anheard-of proposition. 
There are points in connection with this 
division, as advocated by ‘“I'raflic,”,. which 
remind. us of the “Horsé,” “I ment,” 
and some other departments of some Waglish 
railways. By thus misnaming separate sections 
the ‘nomber may go far beyond eleven, but 


. | happily for share-holdera and for management, 


the number of departments proper is kept down 
at about half this number, and Lord Farrar's 
report gives their generally accepted constitu- 
tion: In their details we cannot either accept 
many of ““T'raffic’s” expressed opinions. Surely 
in its provisions for stock and station accom 
modation Lord Farrar’s Commission supplies 


-] what is necessary for working the present and 


immediately prospective; in regard to “General 
Management,” the idea has been that there are 
too many at it, not that it is done at present 
mainly by the traffic manager ; and the creation 
of.a capital account hardly heads the list in 
the matter of improved financial control. Asa 
matter ot fact we have not been in any way (or by 
anything that has happened) prepared tor 
adverse criticiam of the Commission's sugges- 


tions for improving the condition. of our, 


railways and their workings. Ino our leading 
articles on the issue of the Report we referred 
to special difficulties in carrying them out, 
and what is now happening proves their exis- 
tence, but we have confidence, and signs of the 
determination of the authorities to act on and 
up to the advice of the authority accepted(even 
by Traffic”) in the shape of Lord Farrar’s 
Commission are not wanting. 


WHAT ENGLISHWOMEN WANT. 


Mr. Robert Hichens asks, in ‘‘ The Queen, ” 
whether women like to be free. “Some years 
ago,” he says, “there seemed to be a new 
unrest in the world of Englishwomen; they 
seemed to be dissatisfied with the existing con- 
ditions of their lives, to want a greater emanci- 
pation. . . . Women were to be this and were 
to be that. They were to enter all the profes- 
sions. They were to sitin Parliament. They 
were to wear trousers if they pleased, and they 
did—a few of them—wear those frightful 
garments called ‘divided skirts,’ at which when 
I looked I sometimes desired their death, for 
in death they shall not be divided. :There was 
a cropping of hair and a wearing of shirt collars, 
anda good deal of swaggering that was suppos- 

be ‘manly.’ And the old-fashioned women 
cried, ‘What are we coming to?’ And some of 
us men echoed the wail in bass voices, but 
with acute anxiety, And what has it all ended 
in—or shall I say F} it all ending in? Smoke, 
the smoke of the digarette, or reaction! : 

“Do women as a-whole—the great majority 
of women, that is—wish to be free? Women 
themselves often make me doubt it. There are 
certainly women who passionately rebel against 
any attempt on the part of men at dominion, 
even at guidance. Bat are they typical, or are 
they, on the contrary, exceptional women ' My 
observation leads me to suppose that they are

ind it was plainly evident that the show was 
a popular fixture, which will no doubt become 
.u annual one. 

Among those present on the grounds we 
noticed H.H. Prince Omar Toussoun, Thar- 
neyssen Pasha, Comte de Vauvineux, Baron 
and Basroness_ von Humboldt-Dachroeden, 
Barons A.,and E. de Menasce, Col. Lewis, 
Lieut.-Col. Lucas, Miralai Hopkinson Bey, 
Capt. Gillson, Izzet Pasha, Ibrahim Bey 
Cherif, Mr. A. E. Benachi, Mr. A. 8S.

SECRET OF RUSSIAN REVERSES. 


In our. opinion, says the “Cornhill” for June, 
the real secret of the Rassian reverses—and 
if we are right it is one that leaves no hope for 
the fature—lies’in their inferior organisation, 
the absence in any considerable degree of the 
capacity for combined action on the part of 
the higher commanders, and, above all, in the 
fact that their infantry, individually and 
collectively, are inferior to their opponents 
in battle. The larger the armies which are 
employed, the more difficult does clear insight 
into the dispositions of the enemy become, the 
greater grows the proportion of events which 
must be controlled by local commanders, and 
the more vital the ‘need of intelligent oo-opera- 
tion. Bat even the possession of these qualities 
is by itself insufficient to secure victory. 

It is impossible for any commander to con- 
trol these vast seas of combat, of which the 
fluctuations, indefiniteness, and extent present 
problems of a strategic rather than of |a tacti. 
cal nature, if he remains on the defensive. He 
will do well to abandon Russian formalism, to 
throw aside all ideas of a central reserve— 
which, as at Mukden, may arrive too late and 
too @xbausted for attack or tor defence—and 
by an unshrinking offensive to endeavour to 
upset his opponent’s’ combinations and force 
him to conform to his own. 

The strategic defensive has long been con- 
demned by all schools of military opinion ; it 
would seem that the tactical defensive, as it 
comes to approximate more and more to the 
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properties of the strategic, is similarly doomed,

SUGGESTED PRICE CONVENTION. 


“The Manchester Guardian” says:—. “ In 
view of the approaching International Cotton 
Congress in Manchester the attention of 
thoughtful people\.engaged in the trade is 
being turned to thepractical possibilities of 
common action for the common good. The 
questions of the supply and price of the raw 
material are naturally the first to engage 
attention, for the most acute troubles of the 
trade have been due to short supplies of the 
raw material and to violent fluctuations in its 
price resulting from speculative manipulation. 

Oar Manchester contemporary reproduces a 
draft agreement between spinners and growers 
tor the regulation of cotton ‘prices which was 
drawn up by a well-known English spinner and 
has already been under the consideration of 
the Convention of American Cotton-growers 
which met at New Orleans last January. 
The price of middling American cotton in: 
Liverpool when the Convention met at New 
Orleans on January 21 was 3jd. Ib, 
Within three weeks the price was raised to 
44d., and this has been the average price ever 
since, withan average weekly fluctuation of 
only three thirty-seconds of a penny. It is not 
‘unreasonable to suppose that the Cotton- 
growers’ Convention was the means of effecting 
the e. If, then, the cotton-growers have 
this year, by concerted action in abstaining 
from selling, saved themselves from a disastrous 
collapse of prices, just as last year the English 
Master Spinners’ Federation, by jconcerted 
action in abstaining from buying, saved them? 
selves from a threatened corner, itmay pertinent: 
ly be asked whether the two organisations— 
the International Spinners’ Committee on the 
one hand and’ the Southern Cotton-growers’ 
Convention on the other hand—might not 
join in making a treaty to conserve the 
legitimate interests of both.

Sir,—We had not intended to trouble you 

with any forther eommunication upon ‘this 
subject, but the letter you published in your 
issue of the 3rd inst. from Mr. John Gwynne 
calls for a few lines in reply. Permit us to 
point out that Mr, Gwynne has completely 
misunderstood our letter in your issue ot 
8th May. The object of this letter was to 
confirm from our own ‘experience (extending 
over 40 years in this country) the statements 
of the “Times” correspondent that Continen- 
talmade pumps had been coming more and:

letter. Neither do we propose to allude further 
to the origin of our own business connection 
with Egypt, beyond stating that the date it 
commenced was 1864 and not 1868. These 
details, though interesting to ourselves, have 
nothing todo with the question under dis- 
cussion. There is one point, however, upon 
which Mr. Gwynne is apparently labouring 
under a misapprehension; he more than once 
alludes to “our principals,” evidently meaning 
thereby the firms from whom we purchase our 
machinery. Our firm purchases such ‘machinery 
as fixed engines and pumps from any makers 
it pleases, and buys what from its own expe- 
rience it considers best suited to the require- 
ments of this country. We ‘are free to pur- 
chase pumps from any British or Continental 
maker who is willing to sell them to us as we 
may desire. 

Returning now to the actual circumstances 
that gave rise to this correspondence, we may 
say that we have frequently in the past supplied 
machinery for driving pumps made by Con- 
tinental firms. We have ourselves imported 
such pumps and have some in stock at this 
moment.“ We have had probably a larger 
experience in centrifagal pumps than any firm 
in this country, having sold some thousands in 
the last 40 years. Messrs. Ruston Proctor & 
Co., Limited, being anxious to secure as large 
a share of our business as possible, agreed to 
design a pump that should at all events equal 
anything the best Continental makers could 
offer us. We speak of things as we find them, 
and hold no brief for any special maker, but 
when we found a firm who was willing to spend 
hundreds of poundd in tests and experiments 
in the endeavour to meet our requirements we 
naturally considered such enterprise worth men- 
tioning.It is so frequently advanced that British 
makers will not improve their manufactures, 
nér adapt them to the special requirements 
of their customers, that this exception was the 
more noteworthy. . 


Messrs. Ruston Proctor and Co. Limited’s’ 


“Helical” pump is not, as your correspondent 
appears to infer, an exact‘copy of any par- 
ticular pump, but a pump designed on and 
embodying the best points of all the pumps; 
both British and foreign, -that they tested. 
Thesa tests, we are informed, revealed some 
most extraordinary facts ; thus one maker's 
pump of a certain size gave the poor result of 
45 % only. Each test was repeated many times 
to eliminate, as far as possible, all chance of 
error. With their own pump Messrs. Ruston 
altered and realtered their patterns until they 
had got each size togive approximately the 
same modulous. 

We must leave the Continental makers 
to reply or not, as they should think fit, 
to your ocorrespondent’s charge of having 
copied his manufactures, z 

As regards mechanical efficiency we can only 
repeat and confirm what we stated in our 
letter of May 8th., viz., that the tests, to which 
we alluded, of the Continental pumps in some 
cases revealed an efficiency “much in exceas of 
what British makers are as a rule disposed to 
guarantee.” We are quite aware that the maxi- 
mum mechanical efficiency of a pump is 
obtained only on given conditions. 

In conclusion, if we are to be blamed for 
learning from our opponents and endeavouring 
to move with the times, then we have “sinned 
indeed”, but as a set-off we can feel that we 
can procure from Measrs. Ruston Proctor & Co., 
Limited, a pump far superior to any we have 
sold before and which is giving complete 


‘satisfaction to our customers. We have no 


intention of impugning the veracity of Mr. 
Gwynne’s statements as to the performance of 
his manufactures, and as regards the proposal 
in the last paragraph but one of his letter, we 
can only say that sach a comparison as he 
suggests is a practical .impossibility which we 
have neither the time nor the opportunity to
